VV II  EN  a richly-stored  and  well-selected  Library  is 
oflered  for  public  Sale,  it  is  natural  to  ask,  who  was 
the  Collector? — what  were  his  talents? — and  his  o])- 
portunities  of  acquiring  so  rich  a harvest  of  literary 
treasures?  — In  the  present  instance,  it  is  sufficient  to 
mention  the  name  of  Mr.  GOUGH  ; and  to  subjoin 
some  Memoirs,  formed  on  the  basis  of  long  and  un- 
reserved' habits  of  intimacy,  and  Lrom  materials  fur- 
nished by  himself. 

Richard  Gough  was  born  Oct.  21,  1735,  in  a large 
house  in  Winchester-street,  London,  on  the  site  of 
the  Monastery  of  the  Austin  Friars,  founded  by  Hum- 
fry  de  Bohun,  Earl  of  Hereford  and  Essex,  1253. 

He  was  the  only  son  of  Harry  Gough,  Esq.  (sixth  son 
of  Sir  Harry  Gough,  of  Perry-hall,  co.  Stafford^)  many 
years  in  the  East  India  Company’s  service,  afterwards 
Director  and  Chairman,  and  M.  P.  for  the  Borough  of 
Bramber,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Morgan 
Ilynde  -J',  Esq.  of  London  ; who,  with  two  brothers, 
raised  a fortune  by  the  breweries  in  Long  Acre  and 
Portpool-lane ; originating  from  some  village  in  Dor- 
setshire, which  themselves  forgot ; and,  being  Dis- 
senters, were  not  registered. 

iMr.  Gough  received  thefirstrudimentsof  Latin  under 

the  tuition  of Barnewitz,  a Courlander,  who  taught 

at  the  same  time  the  sons  of  Noah  'I’itner,  Pinkney 
Will  vinson,  and  Edmund  Boehm,  merchants  of  London. 
On  b is  death,  he  w'as  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Roger  Pickering,  one  of  the  most  learned,  most  inde-

t Morgan  Hynde,  Esq.  was  nominated  Sheriff  of  London  and  Mid- 
dlesex in  I7O8  j and  paid  the  accustomed  fine.  He  died  in  October 
1714.  They  were  originally  from  one  of  the  Ock fords  in  Dorsetshire, 
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pendent,  and  most  ill-treated,  of  the  Dissenting  Mi- 
nisters of  his  time ; having  received  his  education  at 
Trinity-college,  Cambridge ; but,  by  an  injudicious 
early  marriage,  he  forewent  many  advantages,  and, 
quitting  the  Establishment,  did  not  improve  his  situa- 
tion. On  his  death.  May  1 8,  1755?  Mr.  Gough  hnished 
Ills  Greek  studies  under  Mr.  Samuel  Dyer,  the  friend 
of  Johnson  and  contemporary  Literati. 

On  the  death  of  his  fatlier  *,  IVir.  Gough  was  admitted, 
in  July  1752,  fellow-commoner  of  Bene t-college, 
Cambridge,  where  his  relations  Sir  Henry  Gough  and 
his  brother  John  had  before  studied  under  Dr.  Mawson, 
afterwards  successively  Bishop  of  Chichester  and  Ely. 
Tlie  College  tutor,  I752,  was  Dr.  Jolin  Barnardiston, 
aftervvardsiMaster,  who  married  Mrs.  Powell,  niece  of  the 
widow  of  the  celebrated  Dr.  Con  yers  Middleton,  and  died 
in  1778,  leaving  an  only  daughter,  since  married  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Yates,  son  of  Dr.  Yates,  Rector  of  Solihull,  co. 
Warwick,  where  the  son  is  now  the  Resident  Curate. 

His  private  tutor  was  the  Rev.  John  Cott,  fellow  of 
the  College,  son  of  the  Town-clerk  of  Lynne,  and 
afterwards  Rector  of  Braxted  in  Essex,  where  he  died 
ill  1/81,  having  married  a niece  of  the  late  Dr.  Keene, 
Bishop  of  Chester. 

Under  the  immediate^  tuition  of  the  three  excellent 
Scholars  before  mentioned,  Mr.  Gough  early  imbibed 
a taste  for  Classical  Literature  and  Antiquities  ; and  it 
is  not  to  be  wondered  that  his  connexion  with  a Col- 
lege eminent  for  producing  a succession  of  British 
Antiquaries  inspired  him  with  a strong  projiensity  to 
the  study  of  our  National  Antiquities.  Here  was  first 
planned  the  British  Topography,  jiuhlished  in  176*8 
in  one4to  volume,  improved  intwoof  the  same  size  178O, 
and  since  augmented  to  a third  volume,  and  left  ready 
for  a third  edition,  with  many  considerable  MS  additions. 

From  Cambridge  Mr.  Gough  made  his  first  excur- 
sion to  Croyland  and  Peterborough  • and  continued 
these  pursuits  every  year  to  various  parts  of  the  king- 
dom, taking  notes,  which,  on  his  return,  were  digested

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into  a form  which  furnished  materials  for  the  new  edi- 
tion of  Caa^den’s  Britannia,  the  result  of  twenty 
years  excursions. 

In  his  tiistory  of  Croyland  he  thus  adopts  the  words 
of  Dr.  Stukeley  * : 

“ When  I was  a youth,  and  began  to  have  an  incli- 
nation to  the  studies  of  Antiquities,  I visited  Crowland 
Abbey ; and  now,  once  at  least  in  the  year,  iny  affairs 
calling  me  that  way,  I visit  it  with  as  much  pleasure

quam  soUdam  terrain  terrerem^  in.  medio  mcirisco  sep- 
ties  aut  sepias  frcrna  rejiectens,  vest  nun  sanctisslmuni 
monasferhnn  respiciens,  intinio  corde  henedieensr 
I make  no  apology,”  adds  Mr.  (iongh,  “for  be- 

ginning  the  prelace  to  this  work  with  the  words  of  a 
great  Master  in  Antiquity,  tliough  1 have  not  had  so 
frequent  opportunities  of  re-visiting  a spot  whence  mv 
career  of  Antiquarian  ])ursuits  literally  began  175.6*, 
and  which  I reviewed  with  equal ' if  not  greater  plea- 
sure last  summer,  having  directed  my  pilgrimage  thi- 
ther once  during  the  intervening  26‘  years. 

1 he  same  desire  to  do  justice  to  those  almost  Crc- 
cian  figures  that  decoi'ate  its  splendid  front,  which 
made  me  wish  to  liave  sent  Mr.  P.  S.  Lam  born  from 
CWibridge  in  175^,  after  my  first  visit,  to  make  draw- 
ings and  engravings  of  them,  when  1 had  not  interest 
to  procure  pecuniary  eiu^ouragement  I’orsuch  an  under- 
taking, suggested  the  idea  of  ]irom]iting  Mr.  John 
Carter  to  make  a sketch  of  it  when  he  w^as  in  those 
parts  the  summer  before  the  last.  This  industrious 
young  man,  into  whom  1 thought  the  spirit  of  \^-rtue 
was  passed  by  a metempsychosis  not  unfamiliar  to  Pro- 
fessors of  Antiquity,  executed  his  commission,  and  pro- 
duced what  at  the  distance  of  near  twenty  years  seemed 
a very  faithful  drawing,  and  deserving  to  be  engraven  as 
the  surest  mode  of  preserving  these  elegant  mon  eamv-j-. 
I he  choice  of  tlie  drauglitsinan  pointed  to  die  burin  of

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Mr.  Watts  '^',  with  whom  a treaty  was  formed  ; and  a 
subscription  was  set  on  foot,  which  succeeded  beyond 
my  warmest  wishes.” 

In  1767,  he  was  elected  Fellow  of  the  Society  of- 
Antiquaries  of  London ; and,  by  the  partiality  of  the 
late  worthy  President,  Dr.  Milles,  Dean  of  Exeter, 
was,  on  the  death  of-  Dr.  Gregory  Sharpe,  Master  of 
the  Temple,  nominated  Director  of  the  same  Society, 
1771  ; which  oliice  he  held  till  Dec.  12,  17P7,  when 
he  quitted  the  Society  altogether. 

He  was  chosen  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Lon- 
don 177.5  ; but  quitted  that  Society  in  17P;)- 

[At  tiie  very  early  age  of  eleven,  he  at,cl}ieved  a task 
that  w'ould  have  reflected  credit  on  any  period  of 
life  ; which,  by  the  indulgence  of  his  Mother,  ajrpeared 
in  print,  under  the  title  of  “ The  History  of  the  Bible,” 
translated  from  the  French-^,  by  R.  G.  Junior,  174b. 
London,  printed  in  the  year  1747.”  Of  this  curious 
Volume,  consisting  of  l6*0  sheets  in  folio,  no  more 
than  25  copies  were  printed,  as  presents  to  a few  par- 
ticular Friends  J ; and,  when  completed  at  the  press, 
it  is  marked,  by  way  of  colophon,  “ Done  at  twelve 
years  and  a half  old.” 

Another  juvenile  work  was,  “ Tlie  Customs  of  the 
Israelites,  translated  from  the  French  of  the  Abbot 
Fleury,  by  R.  G.  1750,”  8vo. ; not  printed  for  sale.] 

His  first  regular  publication  was,  without  his  name, 
‘‘The  History  of  Carausius;  or  an  Examination  of 
what  has  been  advanced  on  that  subject  by  Genebrier 
and  Dr.  Stukeley,  1702.”  4to. 

He  opened  a correspondence  with  Mr.  Urban  in  17^7? 
with  an  account  of  the  village  of  Aldfriston  in  Sussex 
(vol.  XXXVII.  p.  443.)  under  the  signature  of  D.  H. 
wdiich  signature  he  retained  to  the  last,  but  not  altoge- 
ther uniformly  ; nor  is  another  signature  in  some  later

maturer  age. 
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volumes  with  the  same  letters  to  be  mistaken  for  his. 
And  on  the  death  of  his  fellovv-collepjian  Mr.  Dun- 
combe,  178^,  the  department  of  the  Review  in  that 
valuable  Miscellany  was,  for  the  most  part,  com- 
mitted to  him.  If  he  criticised  with  w^annth  and  seve- 
rity certain  attempted  innovations  in  Cliurch  and  State, 
lie  wrote  his  sentiments  with  sincerity  and  imparti- 
ality— in  the  fulness  of  a heart  deeply  impressed  with 
a sense  of  the  excellence  and  happiness  of  the  English 
Constitution  both  in  Church  and  State.  . 

1773?  formed  the  design  of  a new  edition  of 
CaxMDEn’s  Britannia  ; which  he  was  seven  years  trans- 
lating, and  nine  printing,  and  which  was  published  * 
in  three  volumes,  folio,  178p. 

Being  on  a visit  to  the  late  Rev.  Mr.  Howel,  then 
Dissenting  IMinister  at  Pool,  and  hearing  of  the  dilfi- 
culties  under  which  Mr.  Hutchins  laboured  respecting 
his  History  ot  Dorsetshire,  he  set  on  foot  a subscription, 
and  was  the  means  of  bringing  into  light  a most  valu- 
able County  History,  which  he  superintended  through 
the  press,  whence  it  issued  in  2 vols  folio,  1774.  Its 
Author  did  not  hve^to  see  it  completed  ; but  his  daugh- 
ter having  been  enabled  to  proceed  to  Bombay,  and 
lorm  a happy  connexion  with  a gentleman  to  whom 
she  had  long  been  engaged ; Major  Bellasis  (after- 
vvards  advanced  to  the  I’ank  of  General  of  Artillery,  and 
since  deceased),  in  grateful  return  to  the  memory  of 
his  father-in-law%  at  his  owm  expence  set  on  foot  a 
new  edition  of  the  History  of  Dorsetshire  f ; and  Mr. 
(lOugh  contributed  his  assistance  to  this  second  edition 
twenty  years  after  tlie  first.  Except  Dr.  Thomas’s 
levision  and  continuation  of  Dugdale’s  M^arwick shire, 
and  the  paltry  re-publications  of  Burton’s  Leicester- 
shire and  Philpots  Kent  by  Whittingham  of  Lynne, 
and  1 horoton’s  Nottinghamshire  by  I'hrosby,  not 
much  superior,  this  is  the  first  instance  of  a Countv 
History  attaining  a second  edition. 


volume  of  a new  edition  published 
■ / ; ut  publicly  disclaimed  all  connexion  with  the  succeeding* 
\o  umes,  of  vvlnch  his  con  ected  copy  has  since  been  sent  to  Oxford’ 
only  two  volumes  were  published.  The  third,  with 
ne  exception  of  a single  copy,  was  unfoi  tunatelv  burnt  in  1808. 
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Having  purchased  the  Collections  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Martin,  he  put  out  an  improved  History  of  Thet- 
ford,  177P,”  4to;  with  plates  from  views  taken  by 
the  then  Captain  Grose,  who  accompanied  him  in  the 
snowy  season  of  I778. 

Having  also  purchased  the  plates  of  the  Medals, 
Coins,  and  (h'eat  Seals,  executed  by  the.  celebrated 
Simon,  and  first  published  by  Vertue  17535  he  gave  a 
new  and  enlarged  edition  of  tliem  in  178O. 

He  assisted  Mr.  Nichols  in  the  ‘‘  Collection  of  Royal 
and  Noble  Wills  178O;”  to  which  he  wrote  the  Pre- 
face, and  compiled  the  Glossary. 

lie  superintended  the  printing  of  Dr.  Nash’s  Col- 
lections for  a History  of  Worcestershire,”  ii)  2 vols. 
folio,  1781  ; a short  Supplement  to  which  was  printed 
in  1799. 

. In  178^,  he  published  the  first  volume  of  the 
Sepulchral  Monuments  of  (ireat  Britain,  in  a 
splendid  folio;  in  IjgG  the  second;  and  in  1799, 
the  Introduction,  which  completes  the  work. 

In  1794,  he  published  an  Account  of  the  beautiful 
Missal  presented  to  Henry  VI.  by  the  Duchess  of 
Bedford,  which  Mr.  Edwards,  bookseller  in  Pall  Mall, 
purchased  at  the  Duchess  of  Portland’s  sale,  and  still 
possesses. 

He  drew  up  the  History  of  the  Society  of  Antiqua- 
ries of  London,  prefixed  to  the  Fii'st  V\)lume  of  their 
Archa^ologia,  1770 ; and  in  the  Eleven  succeeding 
Volumes  of  that  Collection,  whose  publication  he  su- 
perintended, are  the  following  articles  drawn  up,  or 
communicated,  by  him.  A^ccount  of  the  Giant’s 
Cave  at  Penrith,  vol.  II.  p.  49  ; Observations  on  the 
Round  Towers  of  Brechin  in  Scotland,  p.  83  ; Conjec-

In  Air.  Nichols’s  “ Bibliotheca  dopographica  Bri- 
tannica,”  the  design  of  which  he  both  suggested  and 
forwarded,  several  Essays  bear  his  name  ; particularly 
the  Memoirs  of  Edward  Rowe-Mores,  No.  I.  ; of  the 
Gales,  and  of  the  Gentlemen’s  Society  at  Spalding, 
No.  II.  and  XX.  ; of  Sir  John  Hawkwood,  No.  iv! 
and  XIX. ; History  of  Croy land.  No.  XL  ; Genealo- 
gical View  of  the  Family  6f  Cromwell,  No.  XXXI 
Dr.  Pegge’s  Sylloge  of  Inscriptions,  No.  XLI.  is  in- 
scribed to  him. 

He  assisted  in  the  copious,  well-digested,  and  ac- 
curate‘‘ History  of  Leicestershire;”  undertaken  and 
conducted  with  a perseverance  which  would  baffle 
common  County  Historians,  by  the  same  Friend;  to 
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whose  benevolence,  impartiality,  and  integrity,  he  is 
proud  to  bear  this  public  testimony. 

Pleshy  in  Essex,  the  seat  of  the  High  Constables 
of  England,  and  particularly  of  Thomas  of  Woodstock, 
the  unfortunate  uncle  of  Richard  the  Second,  having 
been  an  early  -attachment  of  Mr.  Gough,  he  was  at  no 
small  pains  and  ex})ence  to  draw  up  a full  account  of 
it,  from  the  Records  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster ; in 
which  he  was  most  kindly  assisted  by  Mr.  Harper,  the 
keeper  of  them.  This  he  illustrated  with  a variety  of 
plates  of  views,  seals,  &c. ; and  published  it  in  4to.  1 803- 

Having  purchased,  at  the  sale  of  the  late  Matthew 
D uaue.  Esq.  the  Plates  of  the  Coins  of  the  Seleucidge, 
Kings  of  Syria,  in  bis  Collection,  engraved  by  Rarto- 
lozzi,  he  drew  up  an  account  of  the  several  reigns  un- 
der which  they  are  arranged  ; with  the  Inscriptions  re- 
maining in  honour  of  some  of  the  Sovereigns,  and  par- 
ticularly that  discovered  (in  the  late  possession  of 
Egypt  by  his  Majesty’s  troops)  in  honour  of  Ptolemy 
Epiphanes,  King  of  E^ypt,  connected  with  this  period 
through  Antiochus  PC.  or  Epiphanes,  King  of  Syria. 
This  work  was  published  in  4to.  1803. 

In  the  same  year  he  was  called  upon  by  the  ex- 
press desire  of  his  friend  Mr.  Manning,  to  assist  in  the 
publication  of  his  “ History  of  Surrey,”  in  which  A\’il- 
liam  Bray,  Esq.  of  Shere  was  a ])rincipal  coadjutor, 
and  of  which  the  first  volume  appeared  in  1804;  [and 
a second  1810  has  just  been  completed.] 

He  counted  some  of  the  first  Antiquaries  of  the 
Th  ree  Kingdoms  among  his  Correspondents  * ; but,

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having  once  incorporated  their  observations  in  his  va- 
rious ]>ubliGations,  he  guarded  their  correspondence  - 
from  the  impertinence  of  modern  Editors. 

Of  his  own  Notes,  written  in  Printed  Books,  he 
had  made  the  Britis^h  Museum  the  depositary*; 
though,  like  others  of  his  friends,  he  never  attained  to 
the  honour  of  being  one  of  the  Trustees;  wliich,  he 
has  heard  it  observed,  should  be  the  blue  ribband  of 
literarif  men,  and  is  now  become  an  object  of  success- 
ful canvass. 

So  unambitious  was  he  of  public  honours,  that,  as 
he  took  no  degree  at  Cambridge,  and  that  University 
confers  no  honorary  ones,  he  resisted  the  solicitations 
of  many  members  of  the  Sister  University,  and -of  his 
old  and  valuable  friend  Dr.  Pegge,  to  share  his  honours 
with  him  in  1791  ; though  he  felt  real  satisfaction  in 
assisting  at  them,  and  retained  to  the  last  a grateful 
sense  of  the  good  wishes  of  that  learned  Seminary. 

In  Politicks,  he  was,  as  his  Father  had  been  be- 
fore him,  a linn  friend  to  the  House  of  Brunswick, 
and  a stranger  to  the  mutability  of  his  contemporaries. 
That  independence  which  he  gloried  in  possessing  as 
his  inheritance,  and  which  he.  maintained  by  a due 
attention  to  his  income,  discovered  itself  in  his  o]ji- 
nions  and  his  attachments.  As  he  could  not  hastily 
form  connexions,  he  mavseem  to  have  indulged  strong 
aversions.  But  he  could  not  accommodate  himself  to 
modern  manners  and  opinions ; and  he  had  resources 
within  himself,  to  inake  it  less  needful  to  seek  them

Library.  The  next  sentence,  with  the  subsequent  paragraph,  may, 
in  some  degree,  account  for  the  change. 
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from  without.  And  perhaps  the  greatest  ineonveni- 
enee  arising  from  this  disposition  was  the  want  of 
opportunities  to  serve  his  friends.  But  he  saw  enough 
of  the  general  temper  of  mankind,  to  convince  him 
that  favours  should  not  be  too  often  asked ; and  that 
as  to  be  too  much  under  obligation  is  the  worst  of 
Bondage,  so  to  confer  obligations  is  the  truest  Liberty. 

The  account  thus  far  given  of  Mr.  Gough,  almost 
literally  from  his  own  pen,  unmixed  with  extraneous 
observations,  it  may  now  be  allowable  to  enlarge. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  features  in  his  character 
was  an  insatiable  thirst  for  Literature ; and  particu- 
larly that  branch  of  it  in  which  he  so  eminently  ex-, 
celled,  the  study  of  our  National  Antiquities.  Young 
as  he  was  at  the  time  of  his  Fathers  death,  in  iyf)]  ; 
not  having  then  attained  his  Ib’th  year;  an  only  son, 
with  the  certainty  of  inheriting  a plentiful  fortune;  his 
attention  was  principally  turned  to  the  improvement 
of  his  mind,  and  the  foundation  of  a noble  Library. 
Jlence  the  pleasurable  diversions  of  the  age  to  him  had 
little  charms.  The  well-stored  shop  of  honest  Tom 
Payne  at  the  Mews  Gate,  or  the  auction-rooms  of  the 
two  Sams,  Baker  and  Paterson,  had  beauties  far  tran- 
scending the  alluring  scenes  of  fashionable  dissipation. 

At  Cambridge  his  studies  were  regular  and  severe ; 
diverted  only  by  occasional  visits  to  the  Metropolis ; 
or  by  the  delightful  excursions  which  for  twenty  years 
he  made  to  various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  one  of  which, 
abd  that  not  the  least  pleasant  to  himself,  was  to 
Pleshy  in  Essex  in  17^2;  and  of  which,  after  an  in- 
terval of  more  than  40  years,  he  published  an  excel- 
lent History,  in  the  Preface  to  which  he  says. 

Having  collected  the  history  of  this  renowned  lit- 
tle spot  from  all  the  materials  within  my  reach,  I leave 
the  fartljer  investigation  of  its  antient  glory  to  those 
whom  a nearer  residence  to  it  gives  an  oj)portunity  of 
more  frequently  examining.  If  I haVe  failed  in  any 
essential  part  of  my  description,  when  I flatter  myself 
I have  done  qiore  towards  bringing  Pleshy  into  view 
than  any  before  me  have  done,  or  are  tiisinterested 
enough  to  aUeinpt  in  future  — 
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I have  my  praise, 

x4nd  let  the  rest  the  burthen  bear.  • ; 

Yet,  ere  I quit  this  favourite  scene,  let  me  pay  it  the 
tribute  of  a verse,  which,  if  it  did  not  fecall  its  former 
lustre,  w’ould  teach  me  to  recollect  some  of  my  earliest 
feelings  in  the  rounds  of  Antiquarianisrn,  which  I have 
ever  since  been  runnmg,  and  which  I can  with  pleasure 
re-commence  with  my  Poetical  Friend  from  Fleshy.^ 
The  Poetical  Friend,  whose  nervous  lines  are  ah 
ornament  to  the  “ History  of  Ple^hy,”  needs  not  the 
additional  merit  of  having  vVritten  good  verses,  to  en- 
hance that  genuine  worth  by  which  he  has  long  been 
distinguished,  as  one  of  the  most  eminent  of  that  ho- 
nourable  and  useful  body  of  men  of  whom  Britain 
justly  boasts  — whose  Merchants  are  Princes. 

Mr.  Gough’s  attentions,  meanwhile,  were  not  sd  en- 
tirely devoted  to  Literature,  as  to  exclude  him  from  the 
social  duties  and  the  rational  pleasures  of  life. 

Aug.  l8,  1774,  soon  after  the  death  of  his  Mother^, 
an  event  by  which  he  came  into  full  possession  of  the 
house  at  Enfield with  the  large  estate  bequeathed  to 
him  by  his  Father,  he  added  considerably  to  his  other 
comforts,  by  marrying  Anne,  fourth  daughter  of  Tho- 
mas Hall,  Esq.  of  Goldings,  Herts ; a lady  of  distin- 
guished merit;  whose  family  was  equally  respectable 
witli  his  own  ; and  who,  after  a long  and  happy  union, 
has  to  lament  the  loss  of  him  whose  object  through  life 
was  to  increase  her  happiness. 

Those  only  who  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing 
Mr.  Gough  in  his  domestic  and  familiar  circle  can  pro- 
perly appreciate  his  merits.  Though  highly  and  de- 
servedly distinguished  as  a scholar,  the  pleasantry  amf 
the  easy  condescension  of  his  convivial  hours  still  more 
endeated  him,  not  only  to  his  intimates,  but  even  to 

* Mrs,  Gough  was  married  in  1719;  and  died  May'27,  1774.

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those  with  whom  the  forms  and  customs  of  the  world 
rendered  it  necessary  that  he  should  associate. 

There  was,  however,  another  class  of  society  to 
which,  it  possible,  he  was  still  more  dear — die  poor 
and  the  afflicted,  to  whom  he  was  at  all  timea  a father, 
a protector,  and  a benefactor. 

To  the  Compiler  of  this  brief  Memoir,  he  was  the 
kind,  disinterested  friend;  the  prudent,  judicious  ad- 
viser; the  firm,  unshaken  patron.  To  him  every  ma- 
terial event  in  life  was  confidentially  imparted.  In  those 
that  were  prosperous,  no  man  more  heartily  rejoiced  ; 
in  such  as  were  less  propitious,  no  man  more  sincerely 
condoled,  or  more  readily  endeavoured  to  alleviate. 
This  was  more  particularly  the  case  in  two  calamities  of 
the  most  trying  nature. 

Of  his  literary  labours  it  may  not  be  superfluous  to' 
observe,  that  he  translated  Camden’s  Britannia  from 
the  original,  and  supplied  his  additions,  with  so  little 
interruption  of  the  ordinary  intercourse  of  life,  that 
none  of  his  family  were  aware  that  he  was  at  any  time 
engaged  in  so  laborious  an  undertaking  *. 

ilis  Sepulchral  Monuments  was  a work  of  not  less 
labour.  These  volumes,  indeed,  would  alone  have  been 
sufflcient  to  perpetuate*his  fame,  and  the  credit  of  the 
Arts  in  England ; where  few  works  of  superior  sj)len- 
doLir  have  before  or  since  appeared.  'The  independent 
master  of  an  anijile  fortune,  he  was  in  all  respects  pre- 
eminently qualified  for  the  labours  of  an  Antiquary;  the 
yiain  of  w hose  researches  can  but  rarely  meet  an  ade- 
quate remuneration.  This  magniricent  work  must  long 
ago  have  convinced  the  world,  that  he  possessed  not 
only  the  most  indefatigable  ])erseverance,  but  an  ardour 
which  no  expence  could  possibly  deter;  and  one  great 
object  of  the  latter  part  of  his  life  was,  to  prepare  the 

8ej)ulchral  Monuments”  for  a new'  Edition.  With 
this  constantly  in  view,  he  spared  neither  trouble  nor 
ex])ence  in  obtaining  an  ample  store  of  new  and  ac- 
curate drawings  by  the  first  xVrtists ; all  which,  with 

* '1  he  copy-right  of  this  valuable  work  he  gave,  without  any  pecu- 
niary consideration,  to  his  old  and  worthy  fiiend  Mr.  Thomas 
Pavne  ; who  defrayed  the  expence  of  engraving  the  copper-plates , 
and  aftei'wai  ds  disposed  of  the  whole  to  Messrs.  Robinson. 
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the  numerous  and  beautiful  plates  already  engraved, 
principally  by  the  BASiRESj  form  part  of  iiis  noble 
bequest  =*^"to  the  University  ok  Oxford;  who  will 
doubtless  have  great  pleasure  in  fiiltilling  the  wishes  of 
their  generous  Benefactor,  by  an  improved  Edition. 

To  have  re- published  also  his  “ Anecdotes  of  British 
Topography^  would  have  been  to  him  an  event  ol  lire 
highest  gratification.  A third  Edition,  begun  at  the 
press  in  l8o6\  was  rapidly  advancing,  when  the  de- 
structive fire  of  Feb.  8,  1808,  and  the  then  declining 
state  of  Mr.  Gough’s  health,  which  for  more  then  two 
years  had  been  gradually  iinj^aired  by  repeated  fits  of 
epilepsy,  interrupted  an  undertakin'gj  which  neither 
the  Author  nor  his  Printer  had  sulhcient  spirits  to 
resume.  The  deep  concern,  indeed,  which  Mr.  Gough 
felt  at  the  dreadful  event  which  terminated  his  labours 
at  the  press  was  shewn  in  a series  of  the  kindest  con- 
solatory letters.  In  one  of  these,  near  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember 1808,  he  requests  Mr.  Nichols  to  execute  a con- 
fidential commission  ; ‘‘  wliich,”  he  emphatically  adds, 

?nai/  he  the  last  office  you  will  have  to  do  for  your  sin- 
cere Friend.”  This  was  nearly  prophetic  ; for  there  w^as 
little  now  to  be  done,  that  could  contribute  to  his  com- 
forts, beyond  the  unremitting  attentions  of  a few  of 
his  most  intimate  friends. 

The  bright  gem  of  intellect,  though  frequently 
clouded,  had  intervals  of  itS(  former  splendour;  and 
the  frequent  emanations  of  benevolence  displayed 
throu.gli  a long  and  painful  illness,  whilst-  they  com- 
forted and  delighted  those  around  him,  added  poig- 
nancy to  the  regret  which  they  experienced  for  his 
bitter  sufierings ; from  which  he  was  mercifully  re- 
leased, without  an  apparent  struggle  at  the  last,  on 
the  20th  of  February  iSop  ; and  was  buried  on  the 
2Sth,  in  the  church-yard  of  Wonnley,  Herts,  in  a 
vault  built  for  that  purpose,  on  the  South  side  of  the 
chancel,  not  far  from  the  altar  which  for  several  years 
he  had  devoutly  frequented. 

* Tills  work  was  consigned  to  the  Bodleian  Library  by  Mr,- 
Gough’s  will  j but  he  subsequently  gave  the  corrected  copy,  with  the* 
Plates,  to  Mr.  Nichols  ; who  will  readily  relinquish  his  right,  if 
the  respectable  Delegates  of  the  Oxford  Press  think  proper  to  under* 
take  a new  Edition. 
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The  funeral,  in  conformity  to  his  own  directions, 
was  as  little  ceremonious  as  propriety  would  permit. 
The  attendants  were,  the  Kev.  'I\  M‘Culloch  (whose 
feelings  scarcely  permitted  him  to  pay  the  last  sad 
office  of  reading  the  church  service)  ; Mr.  Kirkby, 
Mr.  James  Hall,  and  Mr.  Clarke ; who  were  followed 
from  Enfield  to  Wormley  by  crowds,  whose  lamenta- 
tions and  regrets  were  unequivocally  shewn. 

The  following  Epitaph,  written  by  himself  five  or 
six  years  before  his  death,  and  containing  matter  that 
might;  fill  a volume,  he  directed  to  be  inscribed  in 
the  Church :

His  assistance  to  friends  engaged  in  literary  pursuits 
was  more  extensive  than  will  probably  be  eveV  known. 

He  gave  considerable  help  to  Dr.  Ivippis,  in  the  se- 
cond edition  of  the  “ Biographia  Britannica  and 
prepared  the  Lives  of  Sir  John  Fastolf,  and  the  Farrars 
of  Little  (jedding,  for  the  sixth  volume. 

lo  Mr.  Carter,  he  was  frequently  assistant  in  com- 
piling and  revising  the  descriptions  of  his  admirable 
A.rcliitectural  Plates.  And  Tiie  Antiquaries  Pilu- 
seum,  by  Mr.  Schncbbelie,  was  begun  at  his  sugo'es- 
tioiy  and  the  literary  part  of  it  was  j)rincipally  his. 

He  assisted  in  collecting  the  “ Progresses  of  Queen 
Liizaheth,”  and  wrote  the  PrefaciJ  to  tlie  first  Volume 
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Mr.  Ellis,  in  the  ^‘  History  of  Shoreditch,”  acknow- 
led  ges  great  assistance,  both  from  his  pen  and  library  ; 
as  well  as  Mr.  Malcolm,  in  the  History  of  London. 

The  prefaces  to  numerous  other  works  acknowledge 
the  extensive  patronage  which,  during  the  whole  of 
his  literary  career,  he  was  not  only  so  able,  hut  so  ready 
to  bestow. 

By  his  last  will,  Mr.  Gough  has  given  to  the  Uni- 
versity OF  Oxford  all  his  printed  Books  and  Manu- 
scripts on  Saxon  and  Northern  Literature,  “ for  the 
use  of  the  Saxon  Professor:”  — all  his  “ Manuscripts, 
printed  Books,  and  Pamjililets,  Prints  and  Drawings, 
Maps,  and  Copper  Plates,  relating  to  British  Topo- 
graphy (of  which,  in  l8o8  he  had  nearly  printed  a com- 
plete Catalogue)  ; his  interleaved  Copies  of  the  Bri- 
tish Topography,”  Camden’s  Britannia,”  and  the 

Sepulchral  Monuments  of  Great  Britain,”  wnth  all  the 
Drawings  relative  to  the  latter  Work  ; and  all  the  Cop- 
per Plates  of  the  Monuments”  and  the  Topogra- 
phy.”— And  XIV  Volumes  of  Drawings  of  Sepul- 
chral and  other  Monuments  in  France.”  — All  these  he 
wills  and  desires  may  “ be  placed  in  the  Bodleian 
'Library,  in  a h>uilding  adjoining  to  the  Picture  Gal- 
lery, known  by  the  name  of  The  Antiquaries  Closet, 
erected  for  keeping  Manuscripts,  printed  Books,  and  ' 
other  Articles  relating  to  British  Topography;  so  that 
all  together  they  may  form  one  uniform  Body  of  Eng- 
lish Antiquities.” 

He  gives  to  Mr.  Nichols  his  Set  of  the  “ Gentle- 
man’s Magazine,”  and  of  the  “ Anecdotes  of  Mr.  Bow- 
yer.”  And  then  directs  that  the  other  parts  of  his 
very  valuable  Library  and  Curiosities  shall  be  sold  by 
Messieurs  Leigh  and  Sotiieby. 

To  Mrs.  Ciough  he  has  very  properly  secured  a life- 
interest  in  nearly  the  whole  of  his  property;  and,  at  a 
period  which  it  is  sincerely  hoped  may  be  far  distant, 
'he  gives  Legacies  to  the  amount  in  the  whole  of  more 
than  30,000/.  J.N.
